Brig-. Gen. Funston, com- 


manding the department of Columbia, says: 
''Recruits 


are obtained with difficulty; the most of them are not of 
satisfactory quality. 
Very few men -re-enlist, while the 
^ 
number of desertions and dishonorable discharges is phe- 
nomenal. To get and keep a good class of men there must 
be a radical increase in the pay." 'Gen. Funston thinks 
soldiers should be paid as follows:. Privates, on first en- 
listment, $'.8; corporals, $30; sergeants, $45, and first ser- 
geants, $60 a month, with increase for length of service. 


BUT for the extension of rural free delivery the post 


office department would now be self-sustaining. 
Tnis 


extension is a part of the post office scandal, and many 
routes have been laid out without necessity, to keep con- 
gressmen solid in their districts. Yet the advantages of 
rural delivery are great enough to compensate for any 
deficiency in the department. It has never been the policy 
of the government to make the postal service self-sus- 
tain'ing, but to extend its advantages wherever needed. 


THE governor of Michagan, nof many times a million- 


aire, has given up his pension of $12 a month. He says he 
is satisfied to have been placed on the pension roll with his 
comrades, that he has given what he has received to the 
Grand Army, and as he does not need it he asks to be 
stricken from the rolls.
